Aswas sometimes doneon M asonic medals and messages, in keeping with the 
organisation's secrecy, the text on the medal is written as a cryptograph. In 
this case the message is based on a sliding scale where the alphabet moves one 
letter to the right, for example GOD encrypts as H PE i.e. G(H )O (P)D(E). 


The meaning of the letters HGLA is unknown. Possibly the order should be 
read as HAGL and the meaning is Hiram Abiff Grand Lodge. Hiram Abiff 
was the principal architect of King Solomon's temple and he was killed in 
the temple by three ruffians when he refused to disclose M aster M asons' 
secret passwords. This story forms a part of a candidates initiation into the 
Third Degree of Freemasonry or induction as a M aster M ason. 


Vendor states this item is of New Zealand origin cl1790s. There were no 
M asonic lodges formed in N ew Zealand until the mid 1800s so this item 
was possibly made by a British soldier, sailor or even a whaler who had 
arrived in thenew colony and wasa member of alodgein England, Scotland 
or Ireland. 


It is of interest to note that the images of a moon, sun and stars was also a 
feature of the Charlotte M edal made by a convict on the First Fleet when it 
arrived at Botany Bay in 1788.

Emma M ary Durieu was born at London, England on 10 M arch 1819 to 
French émigrés. The Durieu family left for Australia on board the barque, 
Planter, which left St Katherine Docks, London on 23 November 1838. 
Also on board was Daniel Crosby, a 27-year old who had been a member 
of Robert Peel's M etropolitan Police Forcein London. M ary's mother, Lucy 
Durieu, died during the voyage and was buried at sea near Cape Town. 
One of the passengers wrote in his diary that during the voyage there was 
much misbehaviour by his fellow passengers including drinking, fighting 
and open promiscuity with a lack of control by the ship's master, Captain 
James Beazley. There was also poor navigation that resulted in a mutiny by 
the sailors off Rio deJaneiro. Finally on 16 M ay 1839 the Planter, carrying 
the 20-year old seamstress, Emma Durieu, made its way into the Port River 
at Adelaide carrying a new group of colonists into South Australia. 


After arrival, Daniel Crosby joined the Adelaide Police Force, soon being 
appointed Sergeant. On 22 June 1840, he and Emma Durieu were married 
at Adelaide High Trinity Church, she being given away by her father Mr 
H enry Joseph Durieu, Inspector of Arms to the province. In 1842 H enry was 
investigated for alleged irregularities with regard to his job and subsequently 
quit his residence and took a party of convicts to Tasmania. He remained 
there and in July 1843 he was appointed Inspector of Stock, Poundkeeper, 
and Inspector of Weights and M easures for the District of Bothwell, in M arch 
1844 for the District of Richmond and in M arch 1845 for the District of 
Campbelltown. M eanwhile, Daniel left the police force and started his own 
security company. Later the family moved to Wallaroo where he became a 
carter for the mines and had a store. 


Daniel and Emma had six daughters and four sons. Oneson, Arthur Durieu 
Crosby aged one year and five months died on 31 January 1864 of scarlet 
fever. Then on 12 April 1864, the third and youngest surviving son, John 
Crosby, aged seven years and nine months died at Wallaroo Bay of disease 
of the lungs and dropsy. The family seemed plagued by bad luck as her 
daughter Emma's husband of two and a half years, Daniel Vawser aged 24 
years died of bronchitis and concussion on 4 September 1865 at Wallaroo. 
Daniel Crosby, who had achieved much fame in the colony as a lecturer on 
English history and a poet, died on 5 February 1881 at M oonta and his wife, 
Emma M ary Durieu, died at the age of 66 at Port Wallaroo, South Australia 
on 29 October 1885.

Edward Wilson (1813-1878), journalist and philanthropist, born in London 
on 3 November 1813, son of a linen merchant. A failed business venture 
dissipated his inheritance and savings and in August 1841 he sailed for 
Sydney to try sheep farming. He soon moved to M elbourne and became 
interested in politics, agriculture and newspapers. In 1848 he bought the 
‘Argus’ for £300. H eaired his political views through his paper and provided 
influential opposition to the La Trobe government. Wilson retired in 1855 
and developed an interest in the introduction of European birds, fish and 
animals. In February 1861 he formed the Acclimatization Society as an 
offshoot of the Victorian Zoological Society and similar societies in the 
other colonies and throughout Victoria were founded through his influence 
and involvement. H e continued to be active in public affairs until his death 
on 10 January 1878.

Sir Samuel Wilson (1832-1895), pastoralist and politician, born at 
Ballycloughan, County Antrim, Ireland on 7 February 1832. M igrating to 
Victoria in 1852, he purchased Longerenong Station at the junction of the 
Wimmera River and Yarriambiack Creek where he created a system of dams 
and channels. By 1879 he held vast holdings of land in Victoria and N ew 
South Wales as well as leasing land in N ew South Wales and Queensland. 
Wilson established breeding ponds for English trout near Burrumbeet, 
and supported the work of the Acclimatization Society by experimenting 
with ostrich farming and the breeding of angora goats. He represented the 
Wimmera in the Legislative Assembly in 1861-64 and the Western Province 
in the Legislative Council 1875-1881. In 1874 he gifted £30,000 to the 
University of M elbourne to build the gothic Wilson Hall. Knighted in 1875 
he retired to England in 1881 and died in London on 11 June 1895.

Julian Edmund Tenison-Woods (1832-1889), Catholic priest, educationalist 
and scientist. He was born on 15 November 1832 at West Square, London. 
Educated in England he later continued his studies at M arist seminaries in 
Toulon, France. In 1854 Tenison-Woods met Bishop R.W.Wilson in England 
and accompanied him to Van Diemen's Land arriving on the Bernicia on 30

Frank M cKeahnie was the son of a prominent, pioneering pastoralist from 
‘Aberfoyle’ at Yarra near Goulburn, NSW. After leaving school he was 
apprenticed to the engineering trade at Goulburn. In 1925, he purchased, 
Sydney M achineCo, based at Botany Road, Waterloo, not far from M ascot 
Aerodrome, as it was called at that time. Frank was a qualified pilot with 
the N SW Section of the Australian Aero Club. 


In Jan 1932 Frank M cKeahnie was elected as a member of the committee 
of the Australian Aero Club (N SW). In the same year he presented an Essex 
truck, used for towing aeroplanes about the 'drome, to theAero Club (N SW). 
H e was also president of the air tourney committee for the Lady of the Air 
Tourney held at H argrave Park at Liverpool, N SW, an airfield which opened 
in 1930. It was closed in about 1945. 


In November 1934 Frank M cKeahnie once again was the Aero Club's 
representative when three aircraft, three pilots and an instructor were sent 
from Sydney to Bombala to assist in celebrations to greet the King's son, 
HRH Prince Henry, when he visited the area. In 1935 he was elected Vice- 
Chairman of the Aero Club. Vendor advises that Frank M cK eahnie piloted 
one of the planes that flew over the Sydney H arbour Bridge on its official 
Opening day but this has not been confirmed.

M V Duntroon was a passenger ship built for the M elbourne Steamship 
Company and entered service in 1939. She was requisitioned by the 
Australian Army and served as a troopship from 1942 to 1949. Shehad an 
unfortunate incident in November 1940 in Port Phillip Bay when she collided 
with and sank the auxiliary minesweeper, HM AS Goorangai, the first W WII 
shipping loss for the RAN. Dogged by bad luck, shehad a second collision in 
N ovember 1943, sinking the American destroyer, USS Perkins off the north 
coast of N ew Guinea. She continued in service with the Army until 1946 
and was then chartered by the RAN for transport duties with the British 
Commonwealth Occupation Force. The Duntroon was sold by its owners 
in 1961 and renamed Tong H 00 and again sold in 1966 and renamed Lydia. 
She was laid up in 1967 and later scrapped in 1973. The ship's bell is held 
at the Royal M ilitary College, Duntroon, Canberra, as part of a memorial 
to RM C Graduates killed on active service.

These pistols were gifted to Lt Cecil Daniel Lockhart while he was 
convalescing in London. According to his family, the gift was made to him 
by Colonel Ricketts of the British Army as a reward for his 'bravery and 
leadership’ in the First Battle of Villers-Bretonneux (30 M arch - 5 April 
1918). 


In the Official H istory of Australia in the War of 1914-18, Vol V, TheA.1.F. 
in France 1918, by C.E.W.Bean, Lieutenant Lockhart is mentioned along 
with Sergeant Lawton as the last to leave during an intense battle at Villers- 
Bretonneux. In another published account it is related how determined 
Lieutenant Lockhart was in maintaining machine gun fire on the enemy in 
the face of fierce fire from the Germans. When ammunition was exhausted, 
one of his men, Sergeant Charlie Lawton, was shot and despite the ongoing 
assault by the Germans, Lockhart refused to leave his sergeant and instead 
picked him up and tried to carry him to safety. Unfortunately he fell and 
the Germans advanced upon them. Lawton in the meantime had passed 
away from his injuries and Lockhart, with Lawton on top of him, was able 
to feign death in spite of being kicked by a German trooper to see if he was 
still alive. The Germans then proceeded to shoot all men who were lying 
wounded in the face of their advance. When they had gone, and as the 
daylight faded, the injured Lieutenant Lockhart was able to crawl to the 
safety of the allied front line.

Thetank is attributed to the Southern Cloud, an Avro 618 Ten three-engine 
aircraft, registered number VH-UMF, which was flying daily air services 
between Australia's capital cities for Australian N ational Airways. The 
aircraft disappeared on a flight from Sydney to M elbourneon 21M arch 1931 
while flying under extremely hazardous weather conditions. The search for 
the missing aircraft lasted for 18 days and one of the searchers was airline 
co-owner (with Charles Ulm) Charles Kingsford Smith. This was Australia's 
first major airline disaster and resulted in eight fatalities and this and another 
crash later in the same year culminated in the closure of Australian N ational 
Airways in that year. 


Thecrash site remained a mystery for 27 years until a worker on the Snowy 
M ountains Scheme discovered the wreckage by accident on 26 October 
1958 in heavily wooded, mountainous terrain about 25km off its original 
course. Artefacts from the wreckage are held by various museums including 
the Powerhouse M useum in Sydney, The National Museum of Australia 
in Canberra, ACT and the Tumbarumba Visitor Information Centre 
which is 30km north of the Southern Cloud M emorial Scenic Lookout 
at Tumbarumba, N SW.

The Chou Dynasty (1125 - 255 BC ) paved the way for the first unification 
of Chinain 221 BC. During the Zhou dynasty, China evolved from a feudal 
state with power divided among vassals to one with a strong centralized 
government. The practice of casting weapons, farm implements and coins 
out of iron and copper had begun during this time, permitting the Chou to 
grow considerably. This was a time of great prosperity that would not be 
seen again in China for many centuries. Included in this was the development 
of money, which changed from it's old form to one where coins acquired 
inscriptions of various types, mostly referring to weights, values and location 
of origin. In this case there is an ancient 'cowrie’ shaped piece, but with the 
addition of the wording, Know as i'pi'chien or ant nose money. Each high 
quality piece dates from the 3rd Century before Christ and bears a hole for 
easy handling in quantity.

Bronze mirrors have a long history in Chinese culture, dating to at least the 
11th century B.C. M any mirrors were placed with their owners in ancient 
tombs. Some even have been passed down from generation to generation 
for many years in the same family. 


M irrors were more uniform and typically round in Han Dynasty (206 BC 
- 220 AD) while greater variety is observed in the Song and Yuan dynasties

Starting in summer 1919, a rainless twelve months visited five Chinese 
provinces, precipitating China's most severe food crisis sincethe 1870s. The 
famine would affect roughly the same geographical area asin the great N orth 
China famine of 1876-79, menacing anywhere between 20 and 30 million 
destitute residents of Zhili, Henan, Shandong, Shanxi and Shaanxi over 
the winter of 1920-21. Although the crisis struck toward the beginning of 
China's so-called Warlord period, a formidablerelief response was mobilised 
by Chinese society starting in the summer of 1920. Together with a major 
international relief operation launched later in the year, famine-related 
deaths were limited to an estimated 500,000 by the time healthy spring 
harvests returned to much of the North in 1921. The immediate catalyst 
for the famine was partial or total failure of the Autumn 1920 harvest in 
morethan 300 counties, but other underlying factors allowed the drought to 
lead to starvation conditions for many millions: among these were extreme 
poverty in remote and densely populated rural areas, limited transport 
infrastructure, a weak and cash-poor central government, and an ecologically 
scarred, flood-prone landscape that limited fall-back sources of income for 
afflicted communities.

In February and M arch 1837 M aria Ramus placed several advertisements in 
the H obart newspapers posting a reward leading to therecovery of a bullock 
that had been stolen or gone missing from her farm. She listed her address 
as Leintwardine. Previously in 1833 she placed an advertisement cautioning 
trespassing of her estate of Leintwardine, near the river Ouse. Further, in 
1835 Mr Thomas Bellenger placed in the newspaper an offer of ten pounds 
reward for information leading to the arrest of those constantly stealing 
from Mrs Ramus's shepherd's hut and in the same newspaper, Mrs Ramus 
offered twenty guineas for conviction of whoever took oneof her bulls and 
took part of its tongue and left ear and also castrated the animal. 


These criminal acts may in fact have been inspired by some people believing 
that M aria Ramus had been receiving over generous help from H is Excellency 
Lieutenant Governor Arthur. She wrote to the editor of the Colonial Times 
in 1835 to say that this had not been the case. She also wrote another letter 
that was published in the newspaper in which she expressed her thanks 
to Frederick the son of the Lieutenant Governor who had been on board 
the ship ‘'Gulnare’ when she was struck ill and was very kind to her. H er 
praise of the Lieutenant Governor was overflowing ‘of the extreme personal 
attentions with which you haveat all times honoured me, and the unfeigned 


pleasure | have felt in learning from undoubted authority, the truly kind 
and always paternal feelings with which you have always regarded my 
proceedings.' Further she wrote, ‘It is true that some ill-disposed persons 
have endeavoured to covey an improper consequence in reference to your 
Excellency's feelings, and that the salute which you did me the honor to fire, 
as the vessel was in progress down the river, was intended to recall, instead 
of doing honor to me.'

Thomas dela Condamine, born in Guernsey, educated at the Royal M ilitary 
College, commissioned as an ensign in 1814, appointed to Royal Staff Corps 
1815, promoted lieutenant in 1825 transferring to the 57th Regiment. He 
arrived at Sydney in December of the same year as aide-de-camp to Governor 
Sir Ralph Darling. He served in many positions in government both paid 
and honorary and was connected with several institutions. He lived as a 
part of Governor Darling's household and had considerable influence over 
government affairs much to the consternation of more senior government 
figures. The Condamine River was named in his honour as was Condamine 
Street, Balgowlah. H eestablished the Australian Subscription Library which 
later became the Public Library of N ew South Wales. 


The Bank of Australia was established by John M acarthur in 1826 with 
William H enry M ackenzieas cashier after an exclusive subscription of 1,000 
£100 shares. In it's early years it was an aggressive competitor to the Bank of 
N .S.W. H owever, the bank failed during the banking crisis in 1843 because 
of heavy over-lending. (see MVR pp64-5). Asa shareholder, Thomas dela 
Condamine lost more than £1,200 when the bank collapsed.

The Koson coinage was struck around 42 B.C., when Brutus, the exiled 
assassin of | ulius Caesar, was raising troops in northern Greece in preparation 
for the final confrontation with Caesar's heirs M ark Antony and Octavian. 
Brutus had his own travelling mint, but this coinage was evidently a gift 
from an allied Dacian king from the lower Danube region. Theking's name, 
Koson, appears on the coin and Brutus’ name is reduced to a monogram 
which appears on some issues, including this example. Koson's coin type 
makes sense in terms of Roman propaganda. The eagle trampling a sceptre 
and the wreath symbolizes the anti-monarchical sentiments that prompted 
Caesar's assassination. The obverse type showing a Roman magistrate with 
his attendants, is copied from the coinage struck by Brutus himself in 54 
B.C. It depicts an ancestor of Brutus who overthrew the Tarquin kings and 
founded the Roman Republic, serving as its first chief magistrate. T his design 
thus serves to emphasize Brutus’ attachment to the Republican traditions.

Originally founded during the Peloponnesian Wars in 432/1 BC the 
Chalkidian league was a defensive coalition of cities. It adopted a progressive 
constitution on the initiative of its leading state, Olynthos. The league was 
predominantly a federal state with sovereign powers and a federal coinage 
and adopted Apollo and the lyre as its symbols. The League became very 
powerful in the 4th century and won control of certain cities from the weaker 
M acedonian kings such as Amyntas III. The League dissolved when its 
principal city fell to Philip Il in 348 B.C. The power of the league is reflected 
in its coinage, which was the most important in the M acedonian area during 
the first half of the 4th century BC. The modern excavations of the site are 
particularly important both for the history of a Greek city planning and the 
coin finds that are vital for the chronology of many issues of the 4th century 
B.C. Robinson and Clement note for this Group H, two obverse dies and 
five reverse dies for 10 specimens known.

Comments on Aes Rudes of Central Italy. 


"Tradition assigned the institution of the Roman coinage to the period of the 
kings Servius Tullus and N uma. Pliny quotes Timaeus of Tauromenium in an 
inconsistent and confused account of the establishment of Rome's coinage 
and called these lumps of irregular weighing bronzes without official stamp 
or mark of value as Aes Rude or Aes Infectum. 


Fifth century Rome did see the official valuation of bronze at equivalents 
of oxen and sheep, when in c. 450 the decemvirs codified the Roman Law 
in the famous 'Twelve Tablets’ which recognized the bronze currency in use 
in central Italy (i.e, 1000 Asses =1 ox, 100 Ibs of bronze =1 ox, 10 Asses 
=1 sheep, etc). 


A system of barter with copper objects had long existed in Central Italy where 
copper was plentiful and valued while silver was rare and gold nonexistent. 
The ltalic population had produced Aes Rudefrom very early times and they 
are often found in hoards of votive deposits to divinities of fountains and 
rivers from the first half of the 1st millennium B.C. down to theend of the 4th 
century B.C. often along with Aes Signatum asin the Vulci hoard of 1828 and 
the Castelfranco hoard in Emilia of 1897. Emilia has produced considerable 
finds of Aes Rude which possibly indicates some local production but they 
have also been found in Campania, Southern Italy and Sicily. 


Aes Rude weights are most irregular ranging from 8 g to over 300 g." 
The present specimen is a particularly large piece as most examples weigh 
around 25-35 g.

On April 2nd or 3rd A.D. 68, Galba was hailed imperator by Spanish 
legions at Carthago N ova. Refusing to accept the title, he acted as legatus 
of the Senate and Roman people. Galba was openly supportive of the 
revolt of Vindex who also had the support of the Arverni and Remi among 
other of the Gallic tribes. At Vesontio in M ay of that year, the rival armies 
of Verginius and Vindex clashed, resulting in the death of Vindex and the 
utter destruction of his army. Shaken at the failure of Vindex, Galba stated 
publicly that he would not attempt to seize the empire. In the middle of 
June, Galba was appointed princeps by the Senate upon the death of Nero. 
One of Galba's main motivations for supporting Vindex's revolt had been 
the role of the Senate in restoring constitutional freedom. Thus the reason 
for the Libertas Restituta type.

CHRISTOPHER STOYLES COLLECTION 


Christopher Stoyles was born in Sydney in 1933 into a 
military family which moved to M elbourne when he was 
4 years old. 


H e lived in Kew and was educated at Scotch College. 


His interest in history started when visitors to the house 
would bring a souvenir for the boys which Chris found 
fascinating. This interest stayed with him for the rest of his 
life and started him on a lifetime of collecting militaria. 


H is M other wasa Keen collector of Crown Derby China and 
Chris would always peer into the local antiqueshop and rush 
back to her if there was anything of interest. This is where 
he bought his first Pickelhaube at about the age of 10. 


Antique shops had always fascinated him and he would find 
something hidden under a table in the back corner. 


His medal collection started with his Father’s own medals 
from WW 1 and WW 2, followed by his two brother-in-laws' 
medals from WW 2. Chris spent 20 years in the Australian 
Army Reserve and this only strengthened his interest in 
militaria. 


H e made many friends through his collecting here and on 
trips overseas to the United Kingdom and Europe. 


Chris died on 3rd August 2016 after along illness, however 
he continued to enjoy his collection until then.

During WWI F.G.Taylor was master of the Admiralty-chartered collier 
Buresk which was on passage from Barry to H ong Kong with coal when she 
was stopped by the Emden at 1 a.m. on 27 September 1914. All crew were 
removed from the ship except the captain, chief officer, chief and second 
engineers, steward and cook. The Chinese crew from another captured ship 
were sent onto the Bursek. She was then utilised by the Captain of the Emden 
to maintain his supply of coal. The Bursek was subsequently sunk by the 
Emden on 9 November 1914 off North Keeling Island, Cocos Islands just 
before the Emden itself was sunk by the Australian cruiser, HM AS Sydney 
on the same day. Any officers and men from the Bursek as had not already 
been landed by the Emden were rescued by the Sydney. M r F.G. Taylor kept 
a diary of events pertaining to the activities of the Emden while his ship the 
Bursek was forced to accompany Emden.

There was an illustrated article on John Smith published in the Argus 
(M elbourne), Saturday 20 Apr 1946, p28. At each illustration there was a 
descriptive passage. Across the seven illustrations, under the heading 'He 
Carried a]ap Sword into Battle’, was written, 


Sergeant John Smith, M.M., John Smith, formerly of Clifton Gardens, 
Sydney, who served with the 2/5 Battalion, won theM ilitary M edal in Syria 
in 1941, and later became almost a legendary figure among Australian and 
N ew Zealand troops in N ew Guinea. It was said of him that "he had the 
courage of a lion and was a born leader", and his death on July 26, 1943, 
was mourned by all ranks. 


John won the M .M. on July 10, 1941, after a daring single handed attack 
that drove French Foreign Legionnaires from strong posts covering a road 
block near Khalde, Syria. M oving to N ew Guinea "the six-foot blond 14- 
stone warrior" made a dashing figure as he carried aJap sword into battle 
at Wau, where he was wounded. Within a few weeks he had returned to the 
battle front where, with both Yanks and Aussies, his name soon became a 
by word for cool courage and fearlessness. 


On July 24, 1943, John Smith inspired his platoon in a desperate attempt to 
capture ]ap posts at M t. Tambu but John and two corporals were the only 
ones to reach the] aps. The two corporals were wounded, and J ohn himself 
received the full force of an exploding mortar bomb badly wounded, the 
gallant sergeant was taken to an American hospital. Two days later John 
Smith died on the operating table, but his very name remained an inspiration 
to all who fought in the battles of the jungle.

After training, helanded in Franceon 22nd 
N ovember 1915. After surviving the battles on the Western Front for three 
years he was now a Lance Bombardier and in Command of a 12 pounder 
gun, limber and six horse team in 'A' Battery, 177th Brigade. This Brigade 
formed part of the famous 16th Irish Division. The great Allied Offensive 
began on 8th August 1918 and the Battery were involved in Infantry 
support. The Germans had suffered what would be called 'the black day 
of the German Army in WW1', but were now conducting a fighting retreat 
and using artillery to cover their withdrawal to the next defensive line. On 
12 August, Lance Bombardier Coffey was bringing a wagon full of Artillery 
shells to the new Battery position on captured ground, when the wagons came 
under heavy and accurate enemy shellfire. He immediately took command, 
rescued a wounded Driver and got him away to safety. H ethen unloaded the 
shells and led the surviving gun teams back to safety. The London Gazette 
of 03}un1919 announced the award of the DCM and this was followed on 
11M ar1920 with his citation.

H erbert Tollitt, age 28, son of MrandMrsJ.H.Tollitt of Stockport, England; 
served in the Cheshires before joining the Parachute Regiment. H ehad been 
in the Army for ten years with service in the M iddle East, M alta and Sicily 
before hewas killed in action on 24 September 1944. H eis buried at Arnhem 
O osterbeek War Cemetery. 


Private Tollitt volunteered to join the 11th Parachute Battalion when it was 
raised in the M iddle East and underwent training with the unit in Palestine. 
On 18 September he jumped with the battalion under fire at Arnhem during 
Operation M arket Garden. J oining up with the 1st Parachute Battalion and 
the glider-borne infantry, 2nd South Staffords, the group was located in 
the town about 1,000 metres short of the Arnhem bridge where they were 
attempting to break through and relieve the 2nd Parachute Battalion. The 
attempt stalled under heavy fireso the 11th Parachute Battalion was about 
to try a left flanking attack on the German positions when the divisional 
commander, M ajor-General Roy Urquart intervened and cancelled the 
planned attack as he considered it futile. 


T he 1st Parachute Battalion and the South Staffords had been annihilated and 
the 11th Parachute Battalion was being worn down as it withdrew through 
thetown. When an attempt was madeto reach high ground the battalion was 
caught in the open and theunit was decimated. The commanding officer was 
killed and second in command, M ajor Richard Lonsdale, took charge of the 
battalion as well as the remains of the 1st and 3rd Parachute battalions and 
the 2nd South Staffords forming them into what became known as Lonsdale 
Force. This force withdrew to O osterbeek where the division was forming a 
defensive perimeter with its right flank on theriver. Beforethe German attack 
stated, M ajor Lonsdale addressed the men giving a rousing speech to stir 
them onto feats above and beyond what one would normally expect. 


W hen the Germans arrived the defence held, but only after desperate hand- 
to-hand fighting. The Germans continued their assault on the position and 
by 21 September the perimeter was less than 910 metres across. Some relief 
arrived on 22 September when the bulk of the 1st Polish Parachute Brigade 
dropped south of the river and drew off some of the Germans. H owever, 
there were now over one hundred German artillery guns firing into the 
Lonsdale Force defensive positions. Two days later on 24 September, the 
day that Private Tollitt was killed in action, the commander of X X X Corps, 
Lt-General Horrocks decided to withdraw what was left of the division. 
H owever, the next morning, units of the 9th SS Panzer Division attacked 
the battalion attempting to cut off its exit across the river. 


This attack was repelled by bayonets and hand grenades and ensuing attacks 
were driven off by direct fire from guns of 1st Air Landing Light Regiment, 
Royal Artillery and the 64th M edium Regiment dropping their shells on the 
battalion's positions. Finally the men of the battalion were evacuated during 
the nights of 25 and 26 September across the Lower Rhine in Operation 
Berlin. Such was the loss of men to the battalion that it was disbanded after 
the Battle of Arnhem and amalgamated with the 3rd Parachute Battlion. 


Private Tollitt's brother, Sergeant James Henry Tollitt, 4Bn Royal Welch 
Fusiliers, formerly employed by Fairey Aviation Company and an Army 
Reservist, was called up for service two days before the outbreak of war and 
he was killed in action in North-West Europe in October 1944.

In communications to his sister, M rs C.W.Pleydell Bouverie in Winchester, England, after his death, Colonel Knight, commanding N ew South Wales M ounted 
Infantry wrote, 'l was not there when it happened. | was deeply grieved when | heard the news. Robertson was one of my best men, an awfully good fellow, 
and as brave as a lion.’ Another communication stated, 'the deceased was on patrol duty under Lieutenant Antill and 14 men, and was the only man hit 
besides four horses; they were retiring, and he was struck by a chance shot, as there were several men between him and the Boers. The bullet caught him in 
the back, coming out at the chest, and he only lived one hour, dying quietly with a smile on his face. He was brought out of action, Captain Watson carrying 
him across his saddle. The colonel (Knight) was much concerned about it. Deceased was universally beloved by all his comrades, and considered to be one 
of the best scouts in the regiment.’ 


In aletter to M ajor Bouverie, General E.T.H.H utton, commanding Colonial M ounted Brigade, wrote, '!| had learned of M rs Bouverie's brother's death while 
serving with the N ew South Wales M ounted Rifles. The regiment was, as perhaps you Know, a portion of my command, but during the later phases of the 
campaign became detached from me. The regiment (of which | am hon. colonel) did magnificent service and | several times had young Robertson mentioned 
to meas a good and gallant soldier. Pray offer my deep sympathies to your wife and her sister.’ 


A news report in the Riverina Grazier on 21 December 1900 stated, 'The death of the late Trooper Thomas C.Robertson has occasioned widespread regret 
throughout the district, and M r Leslie Robertson has received many telegrams and letters of sympathy and condolence. Amongst others who telegraphed was 
M r. M cBratney of Toganmain who wired, "All Toganmain friends were sorry to hear of Tommy's death. Kindly accept sincere sympathy." The M ayor sent 
M r Robertson an official letter of condolence. The late soldier, it will be remembered was mentioned in the despatches from Pretoria, of August 25th last, for 
‘conspicuous good work and bravery on scouting, patrolling, and other dangerous duties, from 12th April to 16th J une.’ 


On Sunday 30 June1901 a church parade was held at All Saints, Woollahra when a memoriam tablet was unveiled in honour of thelateT homas C.R obertson of 
H ay, N SW, son of thelateM r Thomas Robertson, solicitor, and cousin of M r LeslieS.C .R obertson. The members of the military fell in at Victoria Barracks and 
were preceded by theR.A.Artillery Band under Band-Sergeant M cCarthy. On arrival at the church they were received by Captain Sandford of theR.A.Artillery, 
representing the headquarters’ staff, and consisted of a number of 7th Regiment under Captain F.W.C.Crane, who was accompanied by Lieutenant H ughes 
of the 6th National Guards, Australian Rifles, St George's Rifles, Artillery, 1st Regiment, Scottish Rifles and some members of the returned contingents. 
Reverend H.Wallace M ort, M.A., senior military chaplain, conducted the service and delivered an address in which he referred to the straight-forward and 
honourable characteristics of the deceased's life. The brass tablet which was unveiled by Captain W.W.Russell Watson bears the inscription, 'In memory of 
Thomas C.Robertson of the N ew South M ounted Infantry, who was killed in action on 21st November, 1900, near Kroonstad, South Africa; aged 30 years. 
Blessed are the pure in heart, for they shall see God.' The service concluded with the congregation singing the N ational Anthem. 


Trooper Robertson is also commemorated on the South African War M emorial in the H ay Park which commemorates the H ay District volunteers who lost 
their lives in the South African War. The memorial, unveiled on 6 M ay 1903, in the form of a monumental drinking fountain is constructed of granite and 
placed on a bluestone base.

M edal and clasps entitlement 
confirmed. 


In a letter from M aitland Camp, South Africa on 19 June 1900, Trooper 
Lathey wroteto his father, 'Since! last wrote to you at N orval's Point | have 
seen some ups and downs. After knocking about in the Free State without 
tents for a month in the wet and cold, on oneoccasion being nearly captured 
by the Boers, and with a good many others, losing my blankets and some of 
my kit, | got an attack of quinsy, which after a week turned to rheumatism in 
my arms and shoulders. After passing through two hospitals | found myself 
in East London. | am theonly member of the Tasmanian contingent who has 
yet reached that point. On June 2, with several other invalids, | was shipped 
to Capetown. On landing! went to Green Cape Convalescent H ospital and 
after being there three days was discharged and came here to the Australian 
Depot. There are four other Tasmanians in the hospital there. | think you 
may soon expect us home, as the war is practically over.' 


On his return home invalided, Trooper Lathey was one of the soldiers 
interviewed by a reporter from the Examiner, Launceston, Tasmania, 
Saturday 18 August 1900, page 10. The report reads, 


‘Lathey was chiefly engaged in patrol work and skirmishing, his first contact 
with the enemy being at Smithfield near Bloemfontein. In January he was 
seized with rheumatic fever and taken to De Aar and then to Winburg 
H ospital. At the end of February he was sent back to Norval's Pont with a 
number of Australians. From There he went to Springfontein, and after 14 
days was sent to Bethulie on the border of the Free State. While on patrol 
at Smithfield they lost a wagon. In M ay he was seized with malarial fever 
and was sent to Sterkbloom, and thence to East London where he had a 
relapse of rheumatic fever and was sent to the hospital ship Prince of Wales 
at Green Point. After a few days he joined the Australian depot at M aitland 
and was invalided home on July 28.' 
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Trooper Lathey stated that he was not very enamoured of South Africa and 
would bevery loath to accept the farms offering with a view to settling there. 
Thereis also an indicator that hewas not a person to be messed with. Thisis 
evidenced by a case which he, now acarpenter, took to the Commissioner of 
the Court of R equests in H obart inJ une 1922 wherehe sued the Electrolytic 
Zinc Company to recover the difference in wages between an agreement by 
the Zinc Company and the Builders and Painters’ award. H e was successful 
and the decision was also beneficial to about 50 other employees.

Pte Brooks wrote graphic letters home to his mother. One on 9 M ay 1900 gives an account of his activities and narrow escape from death when he and men 
from his unit were attacked by the Boers (amendments have been made to some Spelling and punctuation as the letter is written almost without any stops at 
all). He wrote, 


‘Ever since! wrote to you last | have been in the saddle. We are attached to Scobell's flying column & they keep us on the move, | don't know what it is to 
sleep at night. We just get a couple of hours through the day, they are using us as scouts we are about a day in advance of the column so | am taking advantage 
tonight to write to you. This morning while on out-post duty about 3 o'clock my mate shot at a Boer, he was trying to creep into our lines, but he missed him 
it was too dark, so when we came into camp, this morning about 6 o'clock 18 of us & 20 Imperial C | Bs went out mounted on patrol. Wehad got out about 
6 miles when we came across 2 horses belonging to the Boers so we followed up their tracks. It led up a valley the hills on both sides were very rocky, we had 
6 scouts about 4 hundred yards ahead of the rest of us; this was my first experience under fire it was a funny feeling. 


| can assure you, anyhow the Boers let our scouts go on right by them until the main body of us got well up the gully & then the first thing | knew was the snap 
of a mauser it sounded just like a stock whip & then they let go a volley into the midst of us. M y mate! saw him knocked clean out of thesaddle& three more 
in front of me, | was completely stunned for a second or two till one struck Stair Case (presumably the name of his horse) in the butt of the tail. All the rest 
was Off their horses & trying to get cover, as soon as Stair Case was hit he gavea bound forward & nearly unseated me, | went to get off him & another bullet 
struck him in the knee. He went down with me, | managed to get clear of him & | crawled on my hands & knees to a bit of a gutter where the rest was. 


The bullets were whistling all around me. This occurred all in a few seconds, we were completely trapped. They were firing from both sides & ahead of us, 
it was a proper cross fire & | can tell you it was hot. There were two hundred of them & you could not see one of them. The Lieutenant gave the order to 
retreat, every man for him self, how we got out of it | don't know. We left 4 stretchered out & 5 horses killed. All | was thinking about was where! was going 
to get hit. You could hear the snaps of the rifles & then the hissing around of the bullets & the ping of them when they would strike the ground about you & 
send the dust up. One went by my head | could almost swear it burnt meas it went by but anyhow | got out of the gully.’

He was Stretcher Bearing at the time when he was 
carrying a wounded man out near Framerville and was sniped in thigh by poisonous bullet. | did not see the casualty, but he was taken to Casualty Clearing 
Station at once, at Davours (sic, Daours), where he died. | cannot remember date of casualty. Hewas one of my greatest pals and | endeavoured to make special 
enquiry. He would | think be buried at Davours (sic, Daours). Refer to Lieut. Thewlis, 24th battn., who is now in France, for he can supply full details.’ 


And in a testimonial to the man, another soldier, L.Gordon Bristow, 13th Aust. L.H., France, wrote, 'Re N 0.568 Pte. H.F.Pillow. | regret very much that | 
cannot supply you with any definite particulars about his death. H ehad previously been transferred from this Unit to the 24th Battalion and at the time of his 
casualty | was also in Hospital wounded. | can tell you of his appearance and personality though. About 25 years six feet two in the air and weighing close on 
14 stone of hard bony manhood, full of dry humour and one of the finest types Australia has produced. Strong face, fair hair and merry grey eyes that looked 
straight at you. Christian names H arry in the Regiment, Fenn at home. Came from Geelong, Victoria, and was at Dockie Agriclutural College before joining 
up early in 1915. He was buried in the vicinity of M orcourt, East of Corbie on the Somme, and | believe in a soldier's Cemetery. | have already written to a 


pal in the 24th for these details, and will gladly forward them to you.’

Sir Alan Wedel Ramsay M CN icoll was born on 3 April 1908 at Hawthorn, 
M elbourne. He attended Scotch College, M elbourne, and, after the family 
moved to Goulburn, NSW, Scots College, Sydney as a boarder. In 1922 
he entered the Royal Australian Naval College at Jervis Bay as a cadet 
midshipman, graduating in 1926. 


From 1930 to 1933, he served in cruisers of the Australian Squadron. He 
then completed torpedo specialist courses in Britain and in 1935 joined 
the new cruiser HM AS Sydney as torpedo officer. He was promoted to 
lieutenant commander in 1938 and the following year posted to Britain as 
an instructor at the Royal Navy's torpedo school. Shortly after the start of 
WWII hejoined the cruiser HM S Fiji, which was torpedoed on 1 September 
1940 and barely made harbour. H is next posting was to the submarine depot 
ship HM S M edway at Alexandria, Egypt, where, beside his torpedo duties, 
he was frequently involved in rendering enemy ordnance safe. W hile in this 
role, he was awarded the GeorgeM edal in 1941 for removing inertia pistols 
from badly corroded torpedoes taken from a captured Italian submarine. 
T his award was presented to him by the K ing at Buckingham Palace, London 
on 15/2/1944. 
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Between 1942-44 M cNicoll served in the battleship HM S King George V, 
in the Admiralty, and on the planning staff for the 1944 D-Day landings in 
France. H ewas promoted to commander in 1943 and in 1945 hereturned to 
Australia to become executive officer of the cruiser HM AS Hobart with the 
British Commonwealth O ccupation Forcein Japan. Following his promotion 
to captain in 1949 he successively commanded the 1st Frigate Squadron in 
H M AS Shoalhaven and the 10th Destroyer Squadron in H M AS Warramunga. 
In 1954 hewas appointed CBE in recognition of hisinvolvement in the British 
atomic bomb tests at the M ontebello Islands off Western Australia in 1952. 
Two years later whilein command of the heavy cruiser HM AS Australia, he 
rescued a Dutch naval ship in difficulties off H ollandia, N etherlands N ew 
Guinea and in recognition of this action he was appointed a Commander 
of the Order of Orange-N assau in 1956. 


Captain M CN icoll attended the |mperial Defence College, London, in 1955 
and in 1957 he was promoted to Acting Rear Admiral and appointed head 
of the Australian joint service staff. He returned to Australia in 1958 as 
Deputy Secretary (Military), Department of Defence, and Chairman of the 
Joint Planning Committee and then promoted to the substantive rank of 
Rear Admiral. In 1960 he was made second naval member of the N aval 
Board and then was posted as Flag Officer Commanding the Australian 
Fleet in January 1962. 


During Rear Admiral M cN icoll's term as fleet commander he successfully 
organised the acceptance and deployment of new minesweepers, modern 
anti-submarine warfare ships and helicopters, and afloat support capabilities. 
In January 1964 he returned to the N aval Board as chief of supply. In the 
1965 New Year Honours he was appointed CB and in February M CN icoll 
was promoted to Vice Admiral and appointed Chief of N aval Staff. In the 
N ew Year H onours of 1966 he was appointed KBE. 


During Vice Admiral M cN icoll's tenure the O beron-class submarines and 
Adams-class destroyers became successes, a new Class of patrol boats was 
commissioned, the Fleet Air Arm was re-equipped with American aircraft, 
and the RAN commitment of destroyers, clearance divers and helicopter 
units to Vietnam enhanced its strategic and tactical development. Another 
of his legacies is the Australian White Ensign, which replaced that of the 
Royal Navy in M arch 1967. 


Retiring from the RAN in 1968, M cNicoll was appointed Australia's first 
ambassador to Turkey until his retirement from public lifein 1973. H edied at 
Canberra on 11 October 1987 and was cremated with full naval honours.

In a report on Tuesday 20 April 1897, page 3 of the Daily Telegraph, 
Launceston, Tasmania on The Easter Camp of Infantry at Strathroy, there 
was mention of a medal presentation to M ajor Reid as follows. 


‘The medal presented to M ajor Reid consists of an oak leaf border in silver 
surrounding the Queen's monogram, "VR", interlaced, and surmounted 
by the crown in gold. It is pretty, and on the breast immediately attracts 
attention. M ajor Reid first entered the service in 1860, in the Buckingham 
Rifles, which he joined as a private, Captain T.Y.Lowes being in command. 
H e remained in the corps till it broke up, in 1863. He then joined the First 
Rifles, Hobart, under Captain Solly, also as a private, and remained in it 
till it was amalgamated with the Artillery, in 1866. In 1878 he once more 
entered the service, receiving his commission as lieutenant in the Tasmanian 
Rifle Regiment in April of that year, and has had uninterrupted service in 
it till the time, rising step by step till at the present time he is senior major 
of the regiment. It is interesting to note that this volunteer decoration is at 
present only held by two other officers in the colony, vis., M ajor Evans, 
commanding the Southern Tasmanian Artillery, and Lieut-Colonel O ‘Boyle, 
now retired, but who formerly commanded the Tasmanian Rifle R egiment. 
Theconferring of the medal authorises the wearer to affix theletters"V.D." 
after his name.'

Frederick Usher John Tinkler was born at East M aitland on 23 M arch 1893. 
He was educated at Cleveland Street Public School, Surry Hills, Sydney, 
N SW. In 1910 he joined a militia unit, the N SW Scottish Rifles, and in 1913 
transferred to the Australian Corps of Signals and was commissioned. W hen 
W W1 started he enlisted in 1Bn AIF asa probationary 2nd Lieutenant. H ewas 
one of the original Anzacs and while on Gallipoli he was appointed Brigade 
Signal O fficer to a senior British Army officer, M aj Gen Sir N evill Smyth VC 
(1st Inf Bde). Later in France, mention of Tinkler's work at Pozieres is made 
by Dr C.E.W Bean in his official history of thewar. When M aj Gen Sir N evill 
Smyth VC assumed command of the 2nd Aust Div, Tinkler transferred to 2 
Div Sig Coy and in 1918 hewas OC Signals Liaison Force which comprised 
13 Aust Inf Bdeand the 131st American R egt and was assigned with thetask 
of clearing up the Chipilly Sour and Bray on the north bank of the Somme. 
During the war he served in campaigns at the Gallipoli Landing, Lone Pine 
and the Gallipoli Evacuation in Turkey, Pozieres, Delville Valley and the 
Somme in France and Broodseinde Ridge in Belgium. 


Post war, Frederick Tinkler joined the RSL M ovement in 1919 and over the 
ensuing years until his death he served in various official positions. H e also 
served with the militia with 2 Div Sigs and in 1940 commanded the unit. 
In 1942 he was appointed Chief Signal Officer NSW L of C and later 2nd 
Army. H ewasalso responsible for organising the Carrier Pigeon Serviceand 
for this he was much praised. In 1944 when he transferred to the R eserves, 
Tinkler returned to his job as an officer of the Rural Bank of N SW. Heheld 
the position with the bank of Deputy Superintendent of Personal Loans. 
He was a member of the Family Welfare Committee and a member of the 
first Board of Management of the War Veterans' Home as well as being 
responsiblefor publicity when the scheme was inaugurated. H e was president 
of the 2nd Div Sigs Association, a position heheld for many years. H e joined 
CoogeeRandwick RSL in 1945 and was President of this organisation from 
1946-1952. H eheld official positions with the N SW RSL and wasa member 
of the Anzac H ouse Trust. 


In September 1958 he was appointed Custodian of the Cenotaph at M artin 
Place, Sydney until his death at Waverley on 11 February 1960 at the age 
of 67. 


The Colonel F.U.J.Tinkler M emorial Shield Competition is conducted each 
year by the RSL Youth Council to find the preeminent RSL Youth Club in 
the State and is considered by Youth Council to bethe most prestigious event 
of the year. The Shield was donated in the 1960s by Mrs H.Tinkler M BE 
in order to perpetuate the memory of her husband who was the founder of 
the NSW RSL Youth M ovement in late 1957.

In a newspaper article titled, 'Gamest Australian of the Year' is an account 
of how Flying Officer Leslie William Sutherland flew from Richmond to 
Duntroon to perform an aerial display at the annual sports meeting. On 
the following day, Sunday 24 October 1926, he was preparing to fly back 
to Richmond when 'his "bus" started to climb, the engine " conked out". 
As the last of many evils he decided to "pancake" on to a bridge that was 
ahead....A fence hurtled up to meet the plane heading for the ground at 
over 60 miles an hour. Away ripped the undercarriage. In a split second the 
machine had turned over, with Sutherland still in the cockpit beneath it.' 
As civilians rushed to the scene to help by trying to extricate him, 'Camean 
irate voice from the ground. "No, not that way - you'll finish me altogether. 
Some of you get hold of the tail, and others, the wings. Lift clear and then 
roll it over." Plenty of Australian adjectives too.' 


As soon as he was released Sutherland knew there was something wrong 
with his neck and heimmediately took steps to immobilise it as did the later 
medical staff. After medical treatment of various types, he finally made it to 
Prince Alfred H ospital in Sydney. After an X -ray the doctor told him, 'Your 
neck has been broken in two places - two of the vertebrae. If it hadn't been 
kept absolutely still....well, you wouldn't be here today. Only a matter of a 
fraction of an inch and ‘good night'..Sutherland smiled. N ot because he had 
a broken neck, but because by keeping his head, he had kept his neck.’ 


It is noted that in 1967 Sutherland wrote to his local member, M r Dugald 
M unro MP, in the electorate of Eden M onaro to congratulate him and at 
the same time asked him when the proposed ‘Anzac M edal' would become 
available. In his words, 'W hat! requireof you Sir, isthelatest surrounding the 
"Anzac M edal". N aturally you surmise that I'm eligible for this distinction, 
but time moves along and I'm reminded that my fellow diggers eligible for 
this distinction are becoming less and less. Can we hope for the fulfilment 
of our hopes prior to next "Anzac Day"?' Mr Munro subsequently made 
representations to the Prime M inister M alcolm Fraser who replied on 22 Feb 
1967 that the matter was under investigation at that time. The medal was 
announced shortly after and Mr Sutherland applied for his entitlement by 
letter dated 17 M ar 1967. 'Woodie’ Sutherland died on 24 Oct 1967.

Edward Thomas Thring, surgeon, born 24Dec1860 at Wirral, Cheshire, 
England; Enl.19Aug1914 in London with Australian Voluntary H ospital

Edward Thring attended Rossall School and later received his medical 
education at University College Hospital in London graduating MRCS 
(M embership of the Royal College of Surgeons) in 1882, LRCP (Licentiate 
of the Royal College of Physicians) in 1883 and FRCS (Fellowship of the 
Royal College of Surgeons) in 1885. H emigrated to Australiain 1886 where 
he entered practice in partnership with Drs Collingwood and Twynam at 
Petersham, Sydney, N SW. 


H eserved on thestaff of nearby Lewisham H ospital for six years and in 1890 
moved to M acquarie Street, Sydney to specialisein gynaecology. In 1889 he 
was appointed to thestaff of Royal PrinceAlfred H ospital where he served as 
H onorary Consulting Gynaecological Surgeon and consultant for 58 years. 
He was later described by the Chairman of this hospital as probably the 
most brilliant technical surgeon of his day. H e was a surgeon to the Coast 
(later Prince H enry) H ospital for ten years, was honorary medical officer to 
the Infants' H ome at Ashfield and honorary surgeon to the R oyal H ospital 
for Women at Paddington. He also held terms as Honorary Secretary and 
President of the NSW Branch of the British M edical Association as well as 
being founder of the Australian M assage Association and President of the 
Australasian Trained N urses Association. 


Dr Thring divorced his wife, Selena Frances Thring (nee Collingwood) in 
June 1913 after 27 years marriage and in 1914 enlisted in England with the 
Australian Voluntary Hospital. In 1930 he remarried. He was appointed 
a director of the Bank of N ew South Wales in M ay 1932. He was also a 
prominent member of the Australia Club. As well as his prominence in the 
medical field, he was an excellent swordsman, horseman and all-round 
athlete and with interests in the arts and literature. Dr Edward 'Teddie’ 
Thring died on 12 July 1947 and in February 1948 his widow, Pearl Thring, 
donated money in his memory for a swimming pool at the Sydney Church 
of England Grammar School.

At Ualeb, in Libya, Lieut-Colonel Cooper, with his battalion held his position and denied the use of the Trigh Capuzzo to the enemy from the 27th M ay to 
1st June, 1942. 


In the opening phases of the battle a force, which enemy accounts say was an Italian Division, attacked along the Trigh Capuzzo. Lieut-Colonel Cooper, by 
skilful use of ground, held off all frontal attacks, firstly by means of a small covering forcein front of his position, and later by action from his main position. 
On the 29th M ay amajor enemy attack with tanks and infantry was repulsed with heavy losses to the enemy in men and four tanks were knocked out in front 
of the position. The enemy never penetrated the position on this front. 


On the 30th and 31st M ay German forces coming up from the rear enveloped Lieut-Colonel Cooper's Northern flank and joined hands with the enemy 
attacking from the West. The battalion area was now subjected to heavy artillery fire from the N orth and West and our supply of ammunition was rapidly 
diminishing. On the 31st M ay the enemy breached the N orthern front but Lieut-Colonel Cooper quickly restored the position. 


It was not until the forenoon of the 1st J une when artillery, mortar and small arms ammunition was mostly expended that the unequal struggle went in favour 
of the enemy, who mounted two simultaneous attacks from the N orth. In the face of overwhelming enemy forces, the tenacious action of the battalion was 
duein a great measure to the skill, determination and example shown by Lieut-Colonel Cooper. 


Asa footnote to the recommendation is written, 'That Colonel Cooper and his battalion maintained his position as long as he did is extraordinary - The Trigh 
Capuzzo was vital to the defence of this area - on all occasions Col. Cooper set the highest standard of leadership and courage. Recommended for D.S.O.'

Captured in N .Africa in June 1942, Lt.Col. Cooper was sent to Italy. A year later he escaped from Camp 207, M ilan, only to be caught as he made his way 
to the coast. 


During hisimprisonment at VEAN O (Camp 29) he worked ceaselessly to encourage escapes and to raise the morale of the prisoners. Although he was released 
at the time of the Italian Armistice he was recaptured within a short time by a German patrol. Towards the end of October 1943 during transfer to Germany, 
Lt.Col. Cooper jumped from the heavily guarded train near Verona. H e was seen and fired upon, but was not hit. Whilst making his way South he instructed 
several partisan hands in the use of weapons; eventually he had to abandon his original objective and make his way to Switzerland.

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When the route from Switzerland was opened up in the Autumn of 1944, 
Lt.Col. Cooper did excellent work in the organisation of the evacuation of 
all Allied personnel.

In a very large article on the death of Rev. Rentoul published in The Argus, 
M elbourne on Fri 16 April 1926, p11, it is stated that this honour was 
conferred on him on the advice of Sir Ronald M unro Ferguson, the Governor 
General of Australia, which is notable considering that Reverend Rentoul 
was in Australia the most outstanding and fearless opponent of the South 
African War. 


TheVery Reverend John LaurenceRentoul M.A, D.D., Professor at Ormond 
College, Melbourne, Victoria, age 69, born at Garvagh, Londonderry, 
Ireland; appointed Chaplain 1st Class and Chaplain General (Presbyterian),

On 7 December 1926, eight months after his father's death, C haplain-G eneral 
Rentoul's son wrote to the OIC Records, 8 M ilitary District requesting an 
unclaimed Peace M edal to his father be forwarded to his mother. This appears 
to bethe 1919 Peace medalet that was issued to all Australian school children 
(see item with this lot). TheO1C Records replied that the British War M edal 
was Chaplain General Rentoul's only medal entitlement. 


John Laurence Rentoul was born in Ireland, the son and grandson of 
Presbyterian ministers, the family being originally from Perth, Scotland. He 
was educated at Queen's College, Belfast graduating B.A.in 1867 andM .A. 
with first class honours a year later. He undertook postgraduate studies in 
theology at Leipzig, Germany and was ordained a minister in the Presbyterian 
Church of England in 1872. He was married to Annie Isobel Rattray at 
Southport on 30 October 1878. He was nominated by another preacher, 
Oswald Dykes, for the position of Minister of St George's, East St Kilda, 
M elbourne. H e and his wife left for Australia arriving in 1879. 


W hen hearrived in Australia there was a bitter battle within the Presbyterian 
Church in Victoria between two groups along theologian lines. Reverend 
R entoul was outspoken towards oneside of the debate and during this dispute 
hewas able to secure oneof two available appointments as a professor to the 
theological hall at Ormond College, M elbourne, mainly because his views 
aligned with those of the college. He became principal of the theological 
hall in 1906 and remained there until his death, lecturing in the mornings, 
attending to pastoral matters and answering correspondence. 


He was an advocate for various causes, for example he supported Home 
Rule for Ireland during the 1890s and delivered the St Patrick's Day address 
in M elbournein 1901, he campaigned against Australian involvement in the 
South African War, in WWI he became Chaplain General in the AIF and was 
an advocate for conscription. In spite of his views, he nonetheless went to 
the defence of several of his theological students who were threatened with 
expulsion from Ormond College because they refused to enlist. 


Reverend Rentoul was a proponent of Federation but insisted that the 
constitution should recognise God. He also campaigned for scripture to be 
taught in government schools and through the Victorian Peace and H umanity 
Society he urged that the nation should use love and charity to provide 
guidance and help to the poor, the criminal, the Aborigine and workers. His 
portrait hangs in Ormond College. Reverend John Laurence Rentoul died 
on 15April 1926 after collapsing at Spencer Street Station in M elbourneand 
is buried at St Kilda Cemetery. 


Included with the lot is the WWI Certificate of Discharge of Reverend 
Rentoul's son, John Noel Rentoul, who was assessed as M edically Unfit 
beforehehad served. After J ohn enlisted on 10 August 1915 representations 
were made to the M inister of Defence and these went down the line to the 
appropriate personnel in the Army and he was subsequently classified as 
medically unfit and discharged on 24 August 1915. The representations 
referred to the fact that John had a wife and child totally dependent upon 
him, also that he had an accident some years earlier that left him with a bad 
knee and that if he was injured during war service and unable to support 
his family, the task would fall upon his father, Reverend Rentoul, who was 
of an advanced age and already supporting his other son, Ormond, who 
unfortunately had lost his mind and was incapable of working, requiring 
an attendant to look after him.

R eg Saunders was the first Aboriginal Australian to be commissioned as an officer in the 
Australian Army. H is father, Walter Christopher G eorge Saunders, was a WW! Australian 
Army veteran and his younger brother, H arry Saunders with 2/14Bn, was KIA at Gona, 
Papua on 29N ov1942. 


R eg was raised by his grandmother, his schooling was sporadic and his initial occupation 
was working as a sawmiller. H e enlisted in the AIF in WWII asa private but by Aug1940 
he was A/Sgt with his training battalion. When he was posted to the M iddle East he 
reverted to private. H e served in campaigns in N orth Africa, Greece and Crete including 
the ferocious bayonet charge at '42nd Street' (named after British 42nd Field Coy of

with North Korean interpreter (Wikimedia Commons) enemy. When his unit was routed in Crete and made a hasty evacuation, he, along with 
some other members of his unit, was unable to escape. R eg refused to surrender and with 
help of the local Cretans he remained in hiding for twelve months before he was finally 
able to escape from Crete on 11M ay1942 on board a trawler bound for Libya. 


H e was returned to Australia and then sent to New Guinea to rejoin his unit, 2/7Bn. After fighting through the Salamanca Campaign he remained on the 
front line with his unit and his bush skills proved to be most valuable in leading patrols and ambushing the enemy. In mid 1944 his CO nominated him for 
officer's training in Australia. It was during this period that he married Dorothy M ary Banfield WAAAF at Prahran, Victoria. At the conclusion of his training 
he was commissioned on 26N 0v1944 and returned to N ew Guinea. He served there for the remainder of the war as Platoon Commander of No 10 Platoon. 
On 11M ay1945 he was WIA with GSW to the knee and RTA. He was placed on the Reserve of Officer's list on 130 ct1945. 


Back in civvy life he moved to the city working in various jobs including tram conductor, shipping tally clerk and builder's labourer. When the war started 
in Korea he returned to the Army being appointed to the Interim Army on 28Aug1950 and promoted in N ov1950 to T/Captain with 3RAR. Initially he was 
Platoon Commander of A Coy and then in M arch 1951 of C Coy. Reg was very popular with his men and had a good-natured sense of humour. Long before 
political correctness took over, one of his fellow officers commented that Korea 'was no place for a white man’ and quick as a flash Reg replied, ‘it's no place 
for a black man either’. He was in the famous Battle of Kapyong where his unit was awarded a USA Distinguished Unit Badge (in 1966 renamed Presidential 
Unit Citation). 


On his return to Australia he was posted to a National Service Training position but this was not to his liking so he resigned his commission on 040 ct1954 
and left the Army. Initially he returned to his timber days and worked as a logging contractor in Gippsland but later relocated to Sydney for work with the 
Austral Bronze Company at St M ary's for the next eleven years. In 1962 he was elected President of the St M ary's Sub-Branch of the RSS& AILA. 


In 1969 he joined the office of Aboriginal Affairs as a liaison and PR officer. Reg was awarded an M BE in 1971 for his work in establishing communication 
between the government and indigenous communities. In 1985 he joined the council of the Australian War M emorial, Canberra. Twice married, he had ten 
children. Reg Saunders died on 02M ar1990. In 1992 the RSL established a scholarship in his name for Aboriginal and Torres Strait Islander men and women 
and a room in the Lady Gowrie Services Club at M anuka is named in his honour.

Sir H erbert H enry Schlink (1883-1962) was born at Wodonga, Victoria on 
28 M arch 1883 of German parents. H e attended Wodonga State School, St 
Patrick's College at Goulburn, and St] ohn's College at University of Sydney 
where he graduated M .B., Ch.M . (1907). Initially he was appointed to Royal 
Prince Alfred H ospital where he worked until he opened a private practice 
in M acquarie Street, Sydney in 1912. 


He had been a member of the Australian Army M edical Corps Reserve 
since 1908 and was appointed Captain attached to 40th (Western Suburbs 
of Sydney) Coy. In September 1914 he was appointed CO of the Coy and in 
1915 began duties at Liverpool M ilitary Camp. Because this was an initial 
enrolment and training camp for WWI, allegations were made in Federal 
Parliament and following a Royal Commission into operations at the camp, 
Justice Sir George Rich reported on the 'impropriety and inexpediency of 
appointing an officer of German parentage’. As a consequence, despite 
Schlink's declaration of loyalty, he was removed from the camp, nonetheless 
remaining on the officer's list until 1919. Understandably, Dr Schlink was 
extremely upset and demoralised, particularly since his brother was interned 
in Germany as an alien. 


Dr Schlink had a stellar medical career serving on various hospital boards 
and associations as well as written contributions to his chosen field of 
specialisation of gynaecology. He was knighted in recognition of his work 
in 1954. He died on 30 November 1962 and was buried at the Catholic 
section of M ona Vale Cemetery. H is portrait is at King George V and Royal 
PrinceAlfred H ospitals and thereis also a bust by Andor M eszaros at Royal 
Prince Alfred H ospital.

The Imperial Camel Corps was formed in January 1916 to deal with the 
revolt of pro-Turkish Senussi tribesmen in Egypt's Western Desert. It had 
four regiments, each of about 770 men, the first and third Australians with 
many recruited from men of Australian Infantry battalions who had fought 
in the Gallipoli Campaign, the third was British and the fourth a mix of 
N ew Zealanders and Australians and at full strength it employed nearly 
4,000 camels. 


Australia's part in the Battle of M agdhaba on 23 December 1916 came 
under the control of M ajor General Harry Chauvel whose force for the 
attack on M agdhaba consisted of three brigades of the Anzac M ounted 
Division; 1st Light H orse Brigade (1st, 2nd and 3rd Light H orseR egiments), 
the 3rd Light Horse Brigade (8th, 9th and 10th Light Horse Regiments), 
the New Zealand M ounted Rifles Brigade (Auckland, Canterbury and 
Wellington M ounted Rifles R egiments), together with three battalions from 
the |mperial Camel Brigade in place of the 2nd Light H orse Brigade. These 
nine regiments and three battalions were supported by the Inverness and 
Somerset Artillery Batteries, Royal H orseArtillery, and the H ong Kong and 
Singapore Artillery Battery. 


The attack was planned by Chauvel as one of envelopment of the Turks and 
their supporters who were blocking the allied route to Palestine. The Flying 
Corps provided assistance by spotting Ottoman defences and movements. 
Theattack started at 0630 and by 1200 all brigades were heavily involved in 
theaction. By about 1700 all organised resistance ceased and as darkness fell, 
sporadic firing petered out, while prisoners were rounded up, horses collected 
and watered at the captured wells. Then Chauvel rode into M agdhaba and 
gave the order to clear the battlefield. In an address to the troops after the 
battle, Lieutenant General Sir Phillip Chetwode commander of the Desert 
Column expressed his appreciation for the mounted rifle and light horse 
method of attack. H esaid that in the history of warfarehehad never known 
cavalry to not only locate and surround the opponent's position, but to 
dismount and fight as infantry with rifle and bayonet.

On 9 July 1943 official notification was received in N ew Zealand that Allan 
FrancisM ackay, medical practitioner was a prisoner in Changi, Singapore. In 
the Auckland Star, 24 September 1945 it was reported that sixteen released 
prisoners from Singapore arrived at Whenuapai in a RNZAF Dakota 
transport. One of these was Dr A.F. Mackay of Wellington. Dr M ackay 
stated that about 80 doctors were interned in Singapore and only about 
half a dozen worked on hospital duties. He said the rest did coolie work. 
Dr Mackay, the son of Mrs H.M ackay of Wellington was medical officer 
for a group of rubber plantations in the M alaya States from 1930 until the 
Japanese attack. He said that apart from routine face-slapping he saw no 
atrocities committed at Changi or Sime Road prison camps. Their diet was 
a starvation one and conditions were badly congested but otherwise they 
were fairly fortunate and escaped the treatment meted out elsewhere. In 
another newspaper report, Dr M ackay said of his internment that 'We had 
to bow to the brutes every time they passed, and if they did not like your 
looks they hit you on the face.'
